Dr. A. W. Corner. oune of best
known physicians in the city of
Butto, died shortly after 11 o'clock
last night in his apartments on the
fourth floor of the Owsley block,
of blood’ poisoning.

A day or two later symploms of
blood poisoning developed and he
tredted the wound appareatly sue
cesafully.

He was
also a member of the Fraternal
Brotherhood, being an examining
physician for one of the Butte
lodges. He had n wide eirele of
friends amoong the laymen as  well
as the medical profession and
there is genunine grief over the
death of n man who was loved by
hundreds of people in  Butte for
the good work he has accomplished
dariog the years be has resided in
this city.

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JUDGE WILFLEY.
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A Former Audrain Boy
Gives a Lesson in Law
Enforcement.

Washington, July 11.—<Shang-
hai has been purged of the soeial
evil by Judge Wilfley of the Dis-
triet Court of Chinn. Judge Wil

fley wos formerly of St. Lounis. He
has dealt rathlessly with the dis
reputable Americans in that eity.
He has placed all the gamblers in
jml, driven eyil women from the
eity and disbarred from practice
sevoral unsavory lawyers.

Virtaally all the gamblers and
evil women in Shanghai claimed to
be Americans, with the result that
Americans were looked upon as
the worst element in the Orient§
The strict enforcement of the law
by Judge Wilfley has removed this
impression. He was strongly op-
posed in his conduet, both at home
and abroad, and many complaints
ogaingt him were made to the
State Department,

A confidential report relating to
the cleaning up of Shanghai has
been received at the State Depart-
ment, but it will not be made pub-
lie. From an unofficial source
many of the facts have been ob-
tained. They show there were but
eight Ameriean lawyers practicing
in Shanghai before the new court
was eslablished. ’

Their reputations were such that
Judge Wilfiey decided to made it
impossible for them to coutinue to
practice. He reguired them to
pass a legal examination to deter-
mine their knowledge of the law;
and only two of the eight passed;
the remaining six were disbarred,
These men were not rejected so
much on noeount of their lack” of
knowledge of the law as becanse
of their lack of integrity and mor-
ality and their questionable prac-
tices before the consular courts.
